What has been done ? What is left to be done? Before delving into the 
resume of what lies behind, and the prophecy of what lies ahead, let me take this 
opportunity to extend to the student body and the administration, joy and happiness 
and the best of everything, not only at Christmas time but for every day of the 
coming year . 

In the matter of a few short busy weeks the New Year will be upon us. 
and we will be faced with the job of mopping up the work left from the old year, and 
the preparing for the new year by laying a fresh unmarred programme to last through 
19H9. Each successive programme is easier to prepare than the previous one due to 
the experience and guidance laid down by our predecessors. However, many progran 
have remained dormant and your Students' Council has realized from the commencem 
of their office, "that The time is now". This, as you will readily realize has placed a 
reased burden and responsibility on every member of the Council. I am proud to s 
i..awever. that they are pulling their share of the burden and working as a team. Besi 
handling the usual day to day duties of the Students' Council, involving their individua: 
organizations, they have taken on a monumental challenge involving the whole Council 
and indirectly the entire student body. This challenge has taken the form of standard: 
ng the Constitutions of all organizations on the Students' Council. We are proud to 
eport that we are now on the second plateau. The first was the establishing of a 
tandard outline for the Constitutions. This was readily solved and we moved on to 
w second level, the task of incorporating the Constitutions into the outline. Here m, 
iicussions took placed, and many complications arose, however, out of this is rism 
series of Constitutions which are complete, lacking in ambiguity and readily flexibl 
o that they will last for a period of several years with only minor changes. The thi 
plateau comes ne.xl. year, that being the Students' Society meeting where you will be 
asked to place your seal of approval on all or portions of the revised Students' Counci 
Constitution. When this has been completed the revised Constitutions will be bound 
:>gether cind placed in the Library, the Registrar's Office, and the Students' Council 
fiice. We have laid the groundwork and we will put on the finishing touches but the 
approval lies in your hands. 

Some of the more outstanding suggestions put forth by last year's Council 
^vhich have been initiated this year have been, firstly, the joint Initiation of all 
Freshmen in the three schools. This has served to knit the three groups into a close 
paJtern, and still maintain our friendly rivalry which is so necessary for College Spi 
Secondly, the installation of a permanent P. A. system in the foyer. This suggestion 
s now in the developmental stage and we hope to have it completed for the commenc- 
r\en\ of the second term, along with new panelling in the Stewart Room. The third 
:.uggestion was a new letterhead for the Students' Council. This suggestion has also 
advanced to its final stages and we can anticipate a new heading in the near future. 

As to what lies ahead this is a difficult thing to prophecy. One ca 

be sure that there will be the usual day to day duties to attend to. However, work on 
our Constitutions has to be continued and finalized, studies have to be carried out on 
our finances as to their size and dependability. Further research is necessary on m 
stcdent insurance policies as to their adaptability to our particular situation. Some 
effective means has to be found by which all the students are better informed of ou 
activities not only as a group but as individual organizations.

Christmas is a joyous season of the year wh^n we united to celebrate 
the birth of Christ. Although each country has it8 ovm customs the basic idea 
of Christmas is the same throughout the \;i^orld. 

Christmas in Mexico: For more than a century it has been the custom in 
Mexico for all families to gather in ceremony and festival every evening nine 
days before Christmas. These gatherings begin with a recitation of the Rosary, 
followed by a candlelight procession through the gardens of the house, in which 
the Litany is chanted and Mexic^ Christrnas songs are sung. When the procession 
ends and the ''Innkeeper has offered shelter to Joseph and Mary", the celebration 
begins with the guests attempting in turn to break the "pinata The "pinata" 
IS a round clay pot, suspended from a height a.nd filled with nuts, fruits, candips, 
and favours.. It is decorated with tissue paper, tinsel, etc „ to resemble some 
animal or object, either familiar or fantastic. The guest is blindfolded, 
whirled around three times, and handed a sticko He is allowed to make three 
attempts at locating and hitting the pinata. On failing he is replaced by another 
hopeful. Once the pinata is broken, its scattered contents are divided among 
the guests o Supper follows and, then, a gay party c 



Although tradition is being changed by foreign mfluence, the Mexican rh'M 
believes that his gifts are brought by the Three Kings on January 6th, and not 
by Santa Claus . On the 6th of January the children receive their gifts, and it 
is the custom among all Mexicans to bake and serve a ring-shaped bread which 
is decorated with candied fruits and sugar, and in which has been baked a tiny 
china figurine. All members of the family are invited to share the ring which is 
passed around the table so thai'^ch may put himself a slice. The person who 
finds the figurine in his slice of bread is obliged to offer a "Friendship Party" 
in his home on February 2nd.
